Richard Neutra 
Speaks Tonight 
To Architects 

Richard . J. Neutra, internation- 
ally known architect from Los 
Angeles, California will speak to 
a joint meeting of architectural' 
students from McGill and the 
Ecole des Beaux Arts tonight at 
8 pm in :the' P.S.C.-A; His topic 
is "Trends in Design", and will 
be illustrated by coloured slides. 

Thirty years In this field, both 
as a practising architect of great 
ability and as- an author of con- 
siderable persuasion, have led to 
the general opinion .that in do- 
mestic architecture Neutra has 
earried forward the manner of 
Frank Lloyd Wright into the mid- 
twentieth century. 

'Mr." Neutra was born in Aus- 
tria, received education in Vien- 
na and Zurich, and is the holder 
of honorary Doctor's degrees 
i om Graz and Berlin: On his 
M-xival in the United States, in 
1923, • he was associated with 
Ilolabird, Root and Frank Lloyd 
Wright in Chicago', but since 
1926, he has practised alone. -•

SCOPE Budget Increased, 
AUQ Project Approved

There will be no McGill Prom during the current 
school year. By unanimous decision, the Students' Execu- 
tive Council last night adopted a resolution which strikes 
the prom from this year's list of social events. Debate over 
the question was lengthy but council members were in com- 
plete agreement by the time the affair was put to motion. 

Several other issues came up 
for consideration by the SEC 
which was still in session at 
press time. 



The appointment of a McGill 
Prom Chairman was under study 
when the question of the justif- 
ication of the hitherto annual 
event was brought to the coun- 
cil's attention. From this point, 
the- discussion centred wholely 
on the issue of the dance's desir- 
ability. 

i 

HIGH COSTS 

One member of Council stated 
that in his opinion the prom 
should be discontinued for the 
present on the grounds that it 
regularly incurred substantial 
monetary loss. Figures on the 
financial position of the affair 
show that from 1952 a single 
year showed profit. The year 
was '54 and a modest profit, $53. 
Last year's dance cost the SEC 
over $1,000 and in 1956 a loss 
of $2,231 was incurred. 

Why is the Prom so invari- 
ably a financial burden to the 
SEC? Receipts depend wholly 
on attendance. In the last few 
years average attendance at the 
Proms has been approximately 
275 people. It appeared to mem- 
bers of council that there was 
insufficient interest in. the. func- 
tion on -campus. However it was 
specifically stated that there was 
no blame being levelled' at for- 
mer prom committees. 

However, arguments for con- 
tinuance of the annual party 
were not lacking.. The Finance 
Chairman of the Council, Donald 
Ferrier, said that being the only 
formal dance sponsored by the 



SEC and being something which 
theoretically could appeal to the 
whole campus, it undoubtedly 
had some value. 
Discussion eventually shifted to 
a consideration of the possibil- 
ity that an optional — , dress' 
dance be held jointly by the SEC 
and some other campus group. 
The suggestion was eventually 
rejected. 

This year's edition of the 
Prom had been planned for No- 
vember 28. 

An important part of the 
agenda was concerned with the 
choice of a Chairman for the 
McGill branch of the World 
University Service (WUS). Four 
candidates were 'mentioned. R. 
Jamie Plant was selected for the 
job. 

PAST POSITIONS 

Plant, a second year law stu- 
dent who formerly attended 
Bishop's University, has .held- a 
number of responsible positions 
which recommended him for the 
chairmanship. At Bishop's he 
served as Accountant to the 
SEC in,1955-5G, Secretary-Trea- 
surer of the same organization 
the following year, and business 
manager of the university's 
year book. 

The Quebec* Universities As- 
sociation, is planning to hold an 
extensive survey on student 
social and economic conditions 
in this province. All six Que- 
bec universities have been sent 
sample t questionnaire forms 
which, in the event of the prin- 
ciple' being approved by the 
student bodies in these institu-

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No More Prom 

The Students* Executive Council last night voted not 
to hold the Prom this year. After a stormy debate that 
lasted approximately one hour and a half, the Council felt 
that the holding of the heretofore annual affair would not 
be in the best interests of the Students' Society. 

There were many factors which influenced the mem- 
bers in their decisions. But regardless on which side of 
the issue they stood, each member took his duties Beriously 
and acted with a sense or responsibility and concern for the 
welfare of the campus. 

The issue of the Prom is not new. It has been debated 
by numerous Councils in the past but never before has any . 
positive action been taken. The Prom went on from year 
to year, a tradition that seemed to 1 be too Btrong to break. 

For the past several years, however, the dance was 
losing money with meticulous regularity. Each year, the 
date was shifted in an effort to save the sinking ship, 
but all attempts were to no avail. Formal dances just 
weren't what they used to be (unless of course the entire 
engineering faculty backed them) . 

As the years went on, the attendance fell off until 
it reached a point where the dance was being subsidized to 
be extent of five dollars per couple from the Students' 
Society money. The time for action had arrived. 

Tonight the Council acted and acted wisely. But the 
most convincing argument was not the aspect of losing 
money. It was, as one member pointed ou^ the fact that the 
campus was growing and there were simply too many 
activities at McGill. The existing groups and events have . 
grown to such proportions over the last few years that there 
simply wasn't enough money for 'all of them. The dates ca- 
lendar for the current year is so tightly packed that the i 
student who wanted to attend all of the activities being ; 
offered would be unable to do so from the point of view of 
time alone. 

The campus is indeed growing. The entire university 
is expanding at an amazing rate. We hear about how this 
increased enrollment poses huge problems for the adminis- 
tration. But it presents equally challenging issues to the 
student lejiders. 

The Council made a wise decision last night. We hope 
that they will meet the problems of the future with equal 
success. 

Knowledge at College 

"It's not for knowledge that we go to college . . ." run 
the words of the well-known song. The line illustrates an 
attitude which has become - a thing of the past, namely the 
Rah-Rah days of college. 

Of all events in recent years, Russia's Sputnik has 
best served to show the overwhelming respect and social 
acceptance that education commands today. The entire 
education system has become the object of more attention 
than it has at perhaps any other time in the history of 
our civilization. 

The quest for knowledge has caused enrollment in our 
colleges and universities to increase, and from all indica- 
tions the trend will continue. 

The student himself has not been blind to these chan- 



ges, 



and has adapted himself to the situation with' a 



marked change in attitude. The "professional student" 
who failed each year three times, and then changed facul- 
ties and started all over, never completing the require- 
ments for a, degree, can no longer survive. 

It is simply too expensive to flunk every year, or 
even every second year. Besides, university regulations are 
becoming stricter each semester, supplemental examina- 
tions are harder and harder to come by, and it may not be 
long before the competition for a place in the .university 
may eliminate them altogether. 

• Today's "professional student" is a different type from' 
his counterpart a generation ago. He collects degrees, 
fellowships, scholarships, and grants in any form, size, 
or shape. He usually ends his university career with a 
Bolid accomplishment; and although he still enjoys life, he is 
a far cry from the irresponsible devil-may-care fellow of two 
decades ago. 

We think it is a change for the better.

Dr. Wright Disagrees 

To the Editor: 

Will you permit me to regis, 
ter extensive disagreement with 
Mr. Donolo's article on educa- 
tional finance. . 

I submi.t that Mr. Donolo has 
scrambled two quite different 
questions. They are (1) should 
Quebec devote more money to 
higher education (2) should Mc- 
Gill accept government particu- 
larly Ottawa grants? 

That there is a need for a 
broader base of public higher 
education in Quebec seems to 
me fairly clear. But that Mc- 
Gill should fill the gap, especial- 
ly if it means losing its indepen- 
dence and private status, does 
not seem to me so clear. 

I do not think the course 
advocated by Mr. Donolo is either 
necessary or desirable. It is not 
only undesirable for McGill but 
also it is undesirable for piiblic 
education in Quebec. 

First as to necessity. The 
tuition fee at McGill Is absurdly 
low compared with that of com- 
parable American and other 
universities. Allowing for the 
difference in Canadian income, 
I would still be inclined to think 
a 25% increase in the present 
tuition fees would have a favor- 
able effect on McGill revenue 
and practically no effect on Mc- 
Gill enrollment. People think 
this is a pretty good university 
and are willing to pay to attend 
It ■ 

So far as the interests of public 
education are concerned, I taught 
for years in an American state 
university. The value to us of 
Harvard and other great private 
colleges was inestimable. They 
furnished a standard by which 
we might needle the public 
authorities. The best service Mc- 
Gill could possibly perform 
would be to remain a relatively 
sjnoll, very good university and 
thus to be a target toward which 
the public colleges could move, a 
standard of comparison. 

The case against the Ottawa 
grants is the same as the case 
•against centralized control every- 
where. However high-minded in 
intention they are inevitably the 
means over the years, of Impos- 
ing a substantial ideological uni- 
formity. A Pharisee is frequent- 
ly, a far more dangerous person 
than a crook. For a Pharisee 
usually doesn't know he is a 
Pharisee. From multiple inde- 
pendent centers of thought and 
research spring mutual indepen- 
dent criticism.

Blocking 
is legal up to five yards ahead of 
of the line of scrimmage and no 
blocking is permitted after a kick. 
You cannot pick up an opponent's 
fumble and run with it ; you can 
kick it or fall on it. if your team 
fumbles you may pick it up and 
advance or fall on it or kick it. 
Substitution is unlimited. Touch- 
downs count for five points while 
other scoring is similar to Can- 
adian Football rules. Only fifteen 
seconds are permitted for the 
huddle, anything over this res- 
ults in loss of a down. Any rule 
not covered above will be gov- 
veincd by C.It.U. rules.
